GERMANY AFRAID 


American Competition as 


to Prices and Quality. 


WASHINGTON. August 15.-Uuited 


States Consul Louis Stern, at Ham 
burg, Germany, sends the state de- 
partment some interesting information 
about the German scare over the in- 
creased exports of United States manu- 
factures. He says: 


"Those who read the German press 


can not entertain the slightest doubt 
that German industrial circles look 
upon the enormous development of the 
industries of the United States during 
the last few years with apprehension. 
Several meetings of representatives of 
! industrial branches have taken place 
in Germany within the last few days, 
and the main point of their discussions 


in every instance, the ever-grow, 


ing exports of the United States. The 
meeting of German manufacturers of 
tool-making machines, which was held 
at Dnsseldorf last week, asks for pro- 
tection against the increasing Ameri- 
can importations; so does the couveu. 
tiou of German shoe manufacturers, 
which took place at Breslau a few 
days ago. The association of German 
cycle manufacturers means to fight 
American 
competition even 
more 


keenly than the representatives of the 
branches just named. The agrarians, 
as is well known, wonld like to ex- 
clude American grain, meat and fruit. 


I am of the opinion that our ex- 


ports to Germany will contuine to in. 
crease, if we take the trouble to study 
the wants of these people, and, above 
all, if we maintain the quality of our 
goods. 


"Whoever enters a shoe store in 


Germany where American goods are 
to be had knows that he there gets 
the best, the most comfortable an the 
most elegant shoes that are to be ob- 
tained, and, knowing this, he will- 
ingly pays a higher price than for the 
German articla 
To keep this reputa- 


tion is of the highest importance to 
American exporters. One of the lead- 
ing retail merchants of this city, who 
has 
branches in several towns of 


Bavaria, and who handles American 
articles, called my attention to some 
American shoes for ladies which retail 
at $1.25. 'If you want to kill your 
export trade to Germany, you must 
continue to sell such goods,' he said. 
Quantities of cheap and unreliable 
American shoes thrown upon the Ger- 
man market would do endless harm 
to our export iu this article. The 
same is true of machinery and tools, 
in which branches of manufacture our 
country stands unrivaled at the present 


day, 
and it applies with still more 


force to cycles.''

Amounted to $20,000,000 


WASHINGTON, August 15.—Th« 


monthly statement of the imports and 
exports of the United States issued by 
the treasury bnwau of statistics shows 
that during the month of July the im- 
jorts of merchandise amounted to 
(59,925, ITS, of which nearly $26,000,- 
000 was free of duty. The increase as 
compared with July, 1893, was about 
$9,000,000. 


The exports of domestic merchandise 


during July amounted to 192,958,488, 
an increase of .over 120,000,000 as com' 
pared with the same month last year. 
During the seven months of the cur- 
rent calendar year the dutiable im- 
ports of merchandise exceeded those 
of the corresponding period in 1898 by 
nearly $33 000,000, and the domestic 
exports were $8,000,000 leg* than for 
the corresponding mouths iu 1698. 


The gold imports for July amounted 


to $2,895,649 and the exports $3,587, • 


467. For the seven mouths the exports 
exceeded th imports by nearly $4,000,- 
000. The silver imports during July 
aggregated $2,731,790 and exports $V 
003,433. For the seven months the 
exports exceeded the imports by nearly 
$14,000,000.

and is considered to be probably ibe 
best church in Macon oomtf' outtld* 
of the city of Deoatur. *h» interior 
arrangement is snob that «IHh« rooms 
may be thrown qpen Into one biff* 
auditorium, giving a seating capacity 
of possibly 000, which Is oonsiMttd 
large for a church outside the city. 
The contract for building the ohuroh 
does not iuclndo the seating, furnish- 
ing, decorating, etc., which will be a 
special contract The building will 
probably be heated by steam. It to 
expected to be completed by the middle 
of November and the congregation ar» 
planning for dedication on Thanksgiv- 
ing day anniversary. Many people in 
Decatnr and surrounding country have 
taken quite an interest in this new 
church and subscribed quite gener- 
ously for it. There are but few of the 
older people in Maoon county but that 
have some interest in the C. P. church 
at Mt Zion on account of its historic 
association. This church erected the 
first church building in Maoon county, 
about the yew 188L This was a log 
house 80 feet square. A bugs "nlgge, 
head" rook marks where a corner of

church is laid. 


The second church house was erected 


on the same lot in 1801, a frame struc- 
ture with huge fcame hawed out of 
oak timber and this bouse served the 
congregation up to the present time.

A folding tin lunch box should b* 


provided for the children's lunch. It 
may he lined with white paper, doing 
away with the necessity for a napkin. 
The box is then folded and slipped into 
the bag or tucked into the book-strap.

The 
price increases with the size, the larger 
ones being ranch more expensive. A 
folded flannel should be laid over the 
rubber sheet when it is in use.

Beneficial neglect. Do not hold the 


baby all the time that he is awake. 
Put him in the middle of the bed or on 


folded blanket on the floor, and let 


him kick, throw his arms about and 
learn the use of his muscles. As soon 


he is old enough put pillows 


around him and give him something to 
play with. When he throws his play- 
things beyond his reach it will be an in- 
centive to him to try to creep after 
them. 


Whooping cough may last for two 


months or longer. It is extremely in- 
fectious and is communicated from one 
ahild to another with ease, but is nol 
carried by a third person. The danger 
of infection is not o\ er until the cough 
has entirely ceased. If a cliild who has 
been exposed to it does not begin to 
cough within three weeks he has prob 
ably escaped. Warm weather usually 
jurcs it, and a change of air is always 
beneficial.—Ladies' Home Journal.

She ReildM In. Cincinnati *•« Hi»» 


Had Same Verr ErcltlnB Adven- 


tures in the Pnmralt of 


Bl«r Chune. 


There passed through New York the 


other day, enroate to her home in Cin- 
cinnati, an attractive looking young 
woman with a trunkful of trophies of 
her ability as a hunter of big game. 
Three tenanted cages also bore testi 
mony to her prowess as a huntress. 
7%e wife of Thomas Lindsley, a mining 
engineer, her steady aim had won her 
honor as a rifle shot in the contests in 
which she had participated under the 
pseudonym of "Wanda," and now ehe 
haa the added honor of'being the first 
white woman to penetrate the Guiann 
jungle. A leopard skin, the tusks, paws, 
and brushes of other big game and the 
skins of snakes, which she has brooght 
home tell a story in themselves The 
live trophies she has are a young ape, a 
still younger sloth, and a wild parrot 
How Mrs. Lindsay became a hnnter tf 
big game is thus told by herself: 


"In Surinam, Dutch Guiana, you 


must know, if an Indian or a 'bush-nig- 
ger' promenades through sunshine clad 
in a handkerchief and a shoestring peo- 
ple; would not even turn their heads to 
regard the curiosity, but the idea that 
a white woman should enter the jutigle 
made them throw up their hands in 
holy horror. However, I went. A mu 
latto woman was my special attendant 
A few of us embarked in a steam launch 
The 50 negroes of the expedition were 
left to follow in canoes and mining 
boats in, charge of a native foreman. 


"I started out one morning to get 


gome fresh meat for dinner. We hadn't 
tasted anything except corned beef for 
two weeks, and I was ready to take the 
fir-it thing that offered itself. I had tip- 
toed along a trail for oier a mile with- 
out seeing anything, when suddenly 
from directly overhead a dried twig 
landed at my feet.

paid of recent years to exhibition re- 
rolvcr and rdle ebooting, and the favor 
with which ieally expert shots meet 
has greatly increased the number ot 
extraordinary feats which can now be 
performed with revolvers and rifles. 


•Buffalo Bill" was one of the finest 


nhots ever seen In this country, al- 
though exhibition marksmanship has 
greatly improved since Col. Cody last 
lisited Kngland. One of his most won- 
derful feats wns not generally per- 
formed in public, for the reason that its 
failure or biiccess could not bo dis- 
•erned at any great distance. It con- 
sisted in driving into a white board fl^e 
bhort, flat-headed tacks with five con- 
iccutive shots from a distance just 
short enough to allow of the tacks to be 
accurately tighted. 


Not only was "Buffalo Bill's" aim 


marvclously accurate, but it was cx- 
traprdinarily quick. Given a repeater, 
he would stand or sit on his famous 
white horse and break five clay "pig- 
sons" sent up simultaneously before 
they had time to get more than a couple 
of feet on the fall course. 


But M. Bordeverry, a Frenchman, 


ttould probably give Col. Cody points 
and an easy beating. HJa accuracy and 
rapidity of aim are simply astonishing. 
<Vt a distance et 30 feet he can cut a 
piece of cardboard through the edge 
as it is poised upon the head of an as- 
sistant. At a similar distance, leaning 
himself flat on his back over(the seat of 
a chair, with a pistol in his hand, he can 
send spinning a tbree-pcnny piece 
which rests, half hidden, upon his as- 
sistant's head. He wiJl knock the ash 
oft your cigar at a distance of 30 feet, 
or light your waxvcsta. for you, if j ou 
care to hold it. At ten y ard& he can cut 
a swinging thread, and at the same dis- 
tance with successive shots he will 
knock off three small trifles balanced 
one upon the other upon the head of his 
assistant. 
And to demonstrate his 


rapid sight he will hit 11 distinct bull's- 
eyes in seven seconds. 


Ecvolver shooting ia generally con- 


sidered to be infinitely more difficult 
than rifle tiring, and there are certainly 
fewer expert revolver than rifle shots. 
But among tte most wonderful wielfl- 
era of the "shooting iron" is an Ameri- 
can gentleman, a Mr. Stephens, with 
Whom, however, the fascinating prac- 
tice is only a pastime. 


A very effective feat Mr. Stephens 


performs privately consists of standing 
six lighted candles upon a bench, re- 
treating about 40 feet, and putting out 
one candle after another with this con- 
tents of his sis-chambered revolver. 
On one occasion the same" gentleman, 
standing under a cherry tree with a re- 
volver in each hand, cut the stone* ont 
of eight cherries in 11 se'conds. Of the 
two unsuccessful shot* fired, one only 
grazed the cherry it was aimed at and 
the other was lost in- mystery. * But the 
feat was a very wonderful one, especial- 
ly for an amateur shot.—Chicago Jour- 
nal.

DYING TWENTY-FIVE YEAR& 


A -Giant Poplar In MoryJ»n« Tb*t 


Has Lived Two C«ntnvl«» 


or More. 


The oldest and largest tree in Talbot 


county is dead. It has been dying for 
25 years or more. The tree is a mam- 
moth tulip poplar in a field of Poplar 
Hill farm, near the public road leadiug 
from Easton to Trappe, about a mile 
and a half from Kaston. The farm has 
been named for the tree for at least 200 
years and is the property of Mrs. Ed- 
mund Law Rogers, born Plater, of 
Baltimore, and was part of the original 
Plater grant macsc in early colonial 
times. Scientific men who have from 
time to time %isi*ed this tree have said 
tliat it would take at least 1,000 years 
Cor this Species of poplar to grow to 
such size in this locality. 
It stands 


nlone, a picturesque feature 
of 
the 


landscape, in an open field, and can be 
seen for miles from all roads and from 
the water courses. 


The wonderful size of the tree is in 


the magnitude and height of its trunk. 
Approximately it is 250 feet high and 
50 feet in Diameter. The head IB com- 
paratively small and the first limb in 
SOO feet from the grounjj, and it car- 
ries ita diameter symmetrically all the 
ivay up. From its top at night, for 
many venturesome and ogile «limber» 
Irave ascended it, the light in Sharp's 
i&lamd lighthouse can be plainly seen. 
ft. horse and carriage behind it cannot 
be seen from the near-by public road. 
The lightning has not spared it. It IB 
Beamed and gashed and split by the 
many bolts which have also knocked 
huge limbs from ita top. 
Tradition 


ba} s that 200 years ago, which U as far 
back as tradition claims to have known 
the tree-^it is named in land deeds 100 
jenrs ago—it had lightning marks on 
it, and even then showed signs of fail- 
ure. 
Three years ago it was struck 


four times in one summer. This fierce 
attack undoubtedly hastened ita end. 
Well, tho. giant tree Is dead. The old 
poplar of Poplar hill probably saw the 
beginning of the tenth century 
and 


died just before the beginning of tie 
twentieth. It was the Mount Shasta of 
the Talbot landscape.—Baltimore Sun.
